The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate 
and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Santos 1. Section 86 of chapter ten of the revised 
Statutes, Is hereby amended, so as to read as follows: 
"There shall be annually appropriated to the secretary 
of state, such sum as shall be actually and necessarily 
expended in his office for clerk hire. The sum drawn 
for such clerk hire shall be drawn on the warrant of 
the secretary of state, in favor of the clerks entitled to 
the same, respectively, and the gross amount of the 
eertificates thus issued, and the name of the person in 
whose favor the same shall have been drawn, with a 
statement of the particular services rendered by each 
clerk, verified by the oath of the secretary, shall be 
set forth in the annual report of the secretary of 
state." 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in fore 
from and after its passage.
